EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In claim 37, lines 1 , 2, 4, 1 0, 1 2, 25, and 27, replace "input signal" by - input voice 
signal-. 

In claim 38, lines 1 , 2, 4, 1 0, 1 2, 28, and 30, replace "input signal" by - input voice 
signal-. 

In claim 30, line 2, replace "according to claim 13" by - according to claim 23 -. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2, 4 -6, 8, 12, 13, 15-17,19, 23 - 24, 26 - 28, and 34 - 47 are 
allowed over the prior art of record. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

After further search and through examination of the present application and in 
view of the applicant's arguments and amendments, pages 21 -23; claims 1 , 2, 4 - 6, 8, 
12, 13, 15-17,19, 23-24, 26-28, and 34 -47 are found to be in condition for 
allowance over the prior art of record. 

As to claims 1,2, 4 -6, 8, 12, 13, 15- 17,19, 23 - 24, 26 - 28, and 34 - 47 
neither Sugiyama nor Bist, nor Sriram et al., teach nor suggest an electric power 
calculator configured to calculate electric power values of the plurality of first weighted 
error signals respectively, and wherein the quantization method selector compares the 
electric power values of the plurality of first weighted error signals with one another, and 
selects a given quantization method from among the plurality of the quantization 
methods based on a result of the comparison.
